of two-year-old son

A husband and wife charged 
with second degree murder in 
the death of their two-year-old 
son in December of 1992 have 
pled guilty to a lesser charge. 

James and Crystal Booth of 
Clewiston Were allegedly pur- 
chasing drugs on August 23, 
1991 in South Bay whén police 
say the deal went sour. 

The Booths fled in their car 
with their two-year-old son 
James Booth III sleeping in the 
back seat. y 

Joseph Francis, who alleged- 
ly was selling drugs to the cou- 
ple, shot at the fleeing car and 
a bullet went through the 
trunk of the car, through the 
back seat and killed the child. 

In November of 1992, Francis 


pled guilty to secorid degree 
murder and was sentenced to 
17 years in prison. 

The Booths both pled guilty 
in December of 1992 to 
manslaughter without a 
firearm. The robbery charges 
against the Booth's were 
dropped. 

Both will serve three years in 
jail and two years of supervised 
community control and five 
years probation. 

James Booth was taken into 
custody immediately after the 
plea, and Crystal Booth will re- 
appear in court on July. 29 for 
final sentencing. 

Judge Michael Miller agreed 
to give Mrs. Booth two weeks to 
straighten out her personal 
affairs before starting to serve 
her time.

Effective October 1, a one 
cent advance disposal fee (ADF) 
will be levied on all bottles, 
cans, jars or beverage contain- 
ers, including food, that are 
made of glass, plastic or plastic 
coated paper. 

"The ADF is part of Florida's 
solid waste legislation that was 
passed in 1988 and expanded 
this year by the legislature.” 
said John B. Pearman, presi- 
dent of the Retail Grocers Asso- 
ciation of Florida (RGAF). The 
ADF is designed to encourage 
recycling and the use of recy- 
cled products. 

The Department of Revenue 
expects $25 to $30 million to be 
raised by ADF in the first year. 
Thirty percent will be used for 
supplemental grants to coun- 
ties, 12 percent for improving 
recycling markets, 19 percent 
for the Surface Water Improve- 
ment Trust Fund, 27 percent

There are several risk factors NCI points to 
which increase the risk of developing skin can- 
cer. The most common risk factor is exposure to 
ultraviolet (UV) radiation. UV radiation from 
the sun, and artificial UV radiation found in tan- 
ning booths, are the most frequent sources of 


Skin cancer is more frequent in states with 
high levels of UV radiation, such as California 
and Texas. While proudly known as the "sun- 
shine state,” Florida ranks second in the nation 


Skin and hair coloring also play a role in 
developing skin cancer. The risk is greatest for 
those with light-colored hair, skin which freckles

Any bottle, can, jar or bever- 
age container in excess of five 
ounces but not more than one 
gallon and made of glass, plas- 
tic or plastic coated paper, is 
subject to the ADF. Containers 
made of aluminum or metal are 
exempt because both materials 
are being recycled at a rate 
exceeding 50 percent. 

The ADF will be collected by 


wholesalers and distributors 
and by law must be passed on ` 
to retailers who must then 
include the ADF in the pricés 
they charge their customers, 

Retailers must also notify @ 
their customers about the ADF 
either by including a statement 
about ADF on the cash register 
receipt or by posting signs in 
the store. 4 

Efféctive July 1, 1994 glass 
containers cán be excluded from 
the ADF if the container is 
made of 35 percent or more 
recycled product. Plastic con- 
tainers can be exempt if they 
contain 25 percent or more of 
recycled products.
